o0-Cent Supper Had Big. Par 
in Trouble on Georgia 


Road Sent Expense Account Back to 
Flagman Morgan Five Times 
for Revision. 


Over the incident of a healthy, husky 
flagman on the Georgia railroad eat- 
ing two 25-cent lunches for supper 
when one was not enough to appease 
his appetite, and then charging the 
whole 50 cents to the railroad, Vice 
President James Murdock and Train- 
master J. H. Chapman argued for near- 
lv an hour Friday afternoon in the 
arbitration hearing. 

Deep moment lay in the debate 
waged between the two officiais, and 
the crowd that filled the courtroom 
leaned forward eagerly. It developed 
from the evidence of Trainmaster 
Chapman and his cross-examination by 
the labor leader? that this very inci- 
dent, insignificant as it may seem to 
the indifferent reader, affected the wel- 
fare and prosperity of all Georgia. For 
it was one of two incidents (the other 
being Paschal's dismissal for exceed- 
ing the 16-hour law) that caused the 
$359,000 strike on the Georgia rail- 
road. 

Trouble Over Supper. 

Flagman Morgan was dismissed, as 
the officials said from the first, be- 
cause his expense account of 8 for 
attending court in Decatur had to be 
sent back to him five times before he 
revised it to $6.25. It developed that 
when sent back to him the first time, 
with the reminder from Trainmaster 
Chapman that he had not been at 
court four full days. he immediately 
changed it from $8 to $5.50, and re- 
submitted the bill. 

“Then'I sent it back to him,” said 
the trainmaster, “with the notation 
that he had 50 cents listed for supper 
at Camak, while it was a fact that 
lunches are sold at Camak for only 25 
cents. it required three times more, 
returning the bill to Mr. Morgan, be- 
fore he finally changed the  50-cent 
supper to 25 cents, making the ac- 
eount $6.25, which we paid. We de- 
cided that a man with such a faulty 
memory or such a disregard for hon- 
esty should not be retained, and so, 
for the sake of the principle and the 
example to the men, we dismissed 
ime,

American Federation of Labor to Raise

Rochester, N. Y., November 22.—The 
American Federation of Labor decided 
today to ask the unions affiliated with 
it to raise money for the defense -of 
the allegeq dynamiters who are on 
trial in Indianapolis. 

The resolution adopted by the con- 
vention was ‘that delegates to the 
convention on their return advise their 
international unions and local bodies 
te provide financial assistance for the 
trade unionists on trial in Indianapo- 
lis to aid them in securing a fair trial 
ang appealing the cases shoulg a fair 
trial be denied them.” 

The résolution also urged -that the 
men be “not convicted in advance or 
the decision in their cases be influ- 
enced” by the alleged fact that cer- 
tain corporations and a private de- 
tective agency “are clamoring for a 
conviction,” 

“It was decided b ya vote of 15,761 
to 1,83222, more than the two-thirds 
majority required, to revoke the char- 
ter of the International .Association of 
Steam and Hot Water Fitters and 
Helpers, delegates from which were de- 
nied seats in the convention last week. 

The convention also refused to take 
any action in the dispute between fac- 
tions of the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical workers, ang re- 
affirmed its decision that only the fac- 
tion. affiliated with the federation is 
legal. 

Other resolutions adopted favor the 
initiative, referendum and recall, in- 
cluding the recall of judges, popular 
election of United States senators, 
working men’s compensation with the 
retention of employers’ Hability, old 
age pensions and the repeal or amend- 
ment of the Sherman anti-trust law to 
prevent the prosecution ‘of labor un- 
ions under its provisions.

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POWERS URGE COMPROMISE 
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Representatives of Balkan Allies Leave 
for the Front on Mission 
of Peace. 


London, November 22.—tThe efforts 
toward peace in the Balkans made no 
visible progress today. Exchanges of 
artillery fire and infantry reconnais- 
sances proceeded along the Tchatalja 
lines, and Nazim Pasha, the Turkish 
commander-in-chief, in a dispatch toe 
Constantinople, claims that an infantry 
battle occurred in front of the Center 
of his position, and that the Bulgarians 
left several] thousand dead before the 
Turkish outerworks. Not much cred- 
ence is placed in this report, however. 

Elsewhere in the war zone the mili- 
tary situation remains unchanged. The 
Servian forces, advancing toward the 
Adriatic, are meeting with hardships 
in the barren mountainous country. 
which is buried deep in snow, and all 
the allies are still harrassing with the 
arms of the Turkish army that was 
driven from Monastir. 

The Bulgarians have occupied the 
important town of Dedeaghatch, the 
terminus of the Saloniki railway, on 
the Aegean sea. 

Turkish Cruiser Damaged. 

The Turkish cruiser Hamidich came 
into port at Constantinople damaged 
from a Bulgarian torpedo. The Turk- 
ish claim that, the Mamidieh sank two 
of the Bulgarian torpedo boats with 
which she was engaged yesterday has 
not yet been confirmed. 

The peace negotiations are believed 
by the diplomats to have only been 
suspended by reason of Turkey’s re- 
fusal to accept the first offer of the 
allies, and to them the Turkish posi- 
tion appears to be one of awaiting ex- 
pectantly for another bid. The best 
Opinion in London is that a compro- 
mise will be effected between the bel- 
ligerents, and that the powers are 
using their good offices behind tlie

Miss Elizabeth Freeman Makes 
a Decided hit 
Interesting Lecture of Suffragist Well 


Received---Displays Remain Intact 
Until After Tonight---Other News § 


All attendance records for Atlanta 
automobile shows were broken last 
night. 

A capacity crowd was at the Audi- 
torium-Armory to see the displays and 
to hear Miss Elizabeth Freeman, the 
noted English suffragist. The size 
of the audience was a distinct compli- 
ment to Miss Freeman and her cause, 
as She came  to’Georgia unheralded 
and among people who are not especi- 
ally interested in suffrase. 

Miss Freeman was to have spoken 
from the Johnson-Gewinner booth, but 
the crowd was so large that she went 
to the band stand, and from that 
vantage point talked for more than 
thirty minutes to between 3,000 and 
4,000 persons. 

| Makes a Clever Talk. 

Throughout her entire discourse the 
utmost respect and attention was 
shown. The English woman made a 
decidedly clever talk and showed a 
surprising Knowledge of affairs in 
this state. She based her plea for 
suffrage along the line that women 
were entitled to and equally qualified 
for a voice in the government, and to 
prove her assertions cited the progress 
they had made in recent years in all 
lines of commercial and professional 
work. 

She cited the results already ac- 
complished by women in Colorado and 
other states where they enjoy suf- 
frage and told‘of the benefits which 
would come to the common people by 
equal rights. Miss Freeman intro- 
duced a number of pleasant little 
stories to illustrate her points and 
she made a decidedly favorable ‘im- 
pression upon her hearers. 

Many Women Present.

200 Men Ready to Work. 

“T will have 200 men at work just 
as soon as the site is cleared,” declared 
Engineer Dowd, Friday afternoon. 
“Half of the dirt has been taken from 
the site, and within ten days all the 
material we have contracted for out- 
side of Atlanta will be on the grounds 
ready to be put in place.” ae 

The opponents of the new $276,000 
plant conferred Thursday night, but 
failed to find any other legal obstacle 
to throw in the way of the contract. 
Alderman John E. McClelland intimat- 
ed that he would drag the contract 
before the courts again, but he is 
evidently satisfied that no court pro- 
ceedings could -hold up the contract 
long enough to give Woodward 4 
chance when he becomes mayor. 

During the hearing on the injunction 
to prevent the tearing down of the 
old stack by Benjamin Morris, of the 
Atlanta Machine works, Judge Pendle- 
ton declared from the bench that while 
the board of health did not have the 
authority to tear down the stack, still 
he believed that council could order 
the entire building demolished and 
that no court injunction could pre- 
vent it. 

The contract for razing the old plant 
was let to L. B.. Storey, a contractor, 
who agreed to do the work for the 
material that he could take out of the 
plant. The board of health made a 
subsequent contract with Benjamin 
Morris, of the Atlanta Machine works, 
to tear down the old stack. The board 
agreed to pay $375 for the work. 

Says Contract Conflict. 

Alderman McClelland said that the 
two contracts conflicted with each 
other. He said that Stdrey could re- 
fuse to carry out the contract because 
it was stipulated in his proposal that 
he was to take down the entire build- 
ing, and was to do it in his.own way. 
Under the contract with Benjamin the 
smoke stack is to be removed in sec- 
tions, which necessitates taking out all 
the rivets. | 

Mr. Woodward denied: at the meet- 
ing of the aldermanic beard that he 
had ever authorized the statement that 
he would refuse to sign the warrants 
for $75,000 each which are to fall due 
during his administration.
